New Delhi, the 9th July, 2009 

S.O. 1675(E). —Whereas, by an order of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Environment and 
Forests,-Number S.O. 156(E), dated the 3rd February, 
2005, the Central Government reconstituted the Gujarat 
Coastal Zone Mnagement Authority for a period up to 
31st March, 2005 with effect from the date of publication 
of the order in the Official Gazette and subsequently, 
the term of the Authority was extended for period of 
three years and the said term has been expired; 

And, whereas, the Central Government is of the 
view that such an Authority should be reconstituted; 

Now, therefore in exercise of die powers conferred

VIL The Authority shall submit the plans prepared by 
it under paragraphs IV, V and VI above and 
modifications thereof to the National Coastal Zone 
Management Authority for examination and its 
approval. 


The Authority shall ensure compliance of all 
specific conditions that are laid down in the 
approved Coastal Zone Management Plan of

DC The Authority shall furnish report of its activities 
at least once in six months to the National Coastal 
Zone Management Authority. 

X The Authority shall ensure that at least two third 
members of the Authority are present during the 
meetings. 

XL The foregoing powers and functions of the 
Authority shall be subject to the supervision and 
control of the Central Government.
